may still be something of a question, 
but it is certain that it is willing to put 
forth any sort of a sham to catch votes, 
and equally certain that it is extremely 
clumsy at that kind of exercise, owing 
to the fact that it ignores the brains of 
the voters. 
When it dsclared for 


sweeping changes in the tariff under 
the guise of a ''tariff for revenue only," 
it thought it was doing a popular thing. 
As usual, it miscalculated public senti- 
ment, and its recent contortions in the 
effort to make believe' it is in favor of 
a protective policy are painful to be- 
hold, but not calculated to work the de- 
ception intended. 
The people who 


care anything for tbe subject under- 
stand their purpose and treat their pre- 
tenses with derision. 


Another great mistake of the Demo- 


crats has been committed in carrying on 
a campaign of slander. This is the 
more strange as they tried it in 1872 
with disastrous results to themselves. 
But they cannot understand the capac- 
ity of the people for getting at the 
substantial facts of a case and forming 
a fair judgment upon it. When they 
find what appears to be a single spot 
upon an otherwise fair and brilliant re- 
cord, and endeavor, therewith to blacken 
and saturate tbe 
whole, they pre- 


sume upon a popular stupidity and lack 
of moral sense which do not exist. By 
their 
distortions, misrepresentations, 


and inventions they deceive nobody, 
but create a reaction against them- 
selves and alienate the very support 
they are seeking, that of a scrupulous 
and exacting public sentiment. Per- 
haps the clumsiest of all their devices 
is that of the forged letter of Gen. 
Garfield on the Chinese question. Its 
origin was obscure, and it could easily 
have been tested and repudiated if 
found worthless. 
But it was eagerly 


snapped up and paraded as a new and 
effective weapon of calumny^and though 
promptly exposed by the most conclu- 
sive evidence of its spurious character, 
it is clung to with desperate tenacity. 
But tbe people are neither fools nor 
knaves, and if the Democratic party 
and its leaders would acknowledge that 
simple fact they might have more hope 
of success in winning votes. They 
would at least refrain from some of the 
desperate devices that only work injury 
to. themselves.

An Indian Brave. 


Now that tbe *avage Cbi*f Yicterio 


ha* fallen, hia contemporaries are reck- 
oning .up tbe number of scalp* that he 
has taken. 
The Cincinnati Star thus 


recounts tbe piincipal feature* in bis ca- 
reer: 


For a man of his yrar* his vitality wag 


marvelous, and it i* doubted if there ha* 
been in modern times a more remarkaole 
exhibition of physical endurance. 
He 


was seventy year* old, and hi* left arm 
paralyzed; yet with 200 warriors, he 
fought the aimies of the United States 
and Mexico, being almost constantly in 
battle or on tbe march night and day, for 
nearly two years. Though be bad two 
bead chiefs, Loco and Nania, Victorio 
commanded in person his handful of 
brave*. Tbe occasion of hi* hostility to 
the Government was the attempt) to re- 
move the Apache* from the Ojo Caliente 
reservation in New Mexico to the San 
Carlo* reservation. 
Victorio rebelled 


and notified Gen. Hatch that he would 
never go to San Carlo* to *tay. Tbe re- 
moval wa* accomplished, however, in 
February, 1877; but the Indignant chief 
soon endeavored to escape from tbe 
agency with a few followers. He was 
captured and brought back, but broke 
away again in the winter of 187778 with 
a part of bis tribe. He was overtaken 
this time, and though in the spring of 
1879 he received peremptory order* to 
return to San Carlo*, Victorio never re- 
turned. He started on the warpath in 
April, and from that time till he met his 
death in Mexico the old chieftain never 
for a day rested from his business of pill- 
age and murder. His tracks were every- 
where marked with blood. 
In the later 


part of April he surprised and killed 
eight men at Hot Spring* reservation 
and captured forty hone*. Subsequent- 
ly, at Hillsboro, New Mexico, he attack- 
ed a mining camp and killed eleven min- 
ers. He then burned McAllister's ranch, 
stealing more horse* and killing three 
men. In a raid through tbe Black range 
aud Membree mountain* the hand killed 
about twenty teamsters and herdsmen. 
In July Victorio attacked [a ranch near 
Meaailla, killing four men and capturing 
a lot of sheep. 
Soon t.fter, be met a 


company of citizens, who had started out 
to intercept him, and defeated them in a 
fight killing six of the number. 
He fell 


upon a Mexican (rain carrying flour to 
Silver City, a fews days thereafter, cap- 
tured tbe provision* and killed twelve 
Mexicans, sparing the;r women, and 
children. 
Major Morrow, who had been 


pursuing Victoria, »oon overtook him 
and after several desperate fight*, in No- 
vember, drove him into Mexico. Twelve 
soldier* and scouts and one officer fell in 
tbese engagements. In the province of 
Chihuahua, Mexico, Victorio continued 
bis raids, plundering the inhabitant* on 
ever> hand. The governors of Cnihua- , 
bua and Sonora railed a thousand volun- 
teers to drive him out. 
In two fight* 


witb the Mexican* at Carriiall be killed 
sixty and captured 500 hones, the prop- 
erty of Governor Taresas, of Chihuahua. 
Returning to New Mexico, th'e savage 
chief met with a reverse at Han Andrea* 
Mountains, when hi* band wa* thorough- 
ly whipped by onr troop* under Gen. 
Httcb, who killed at least thirty Indian* 
with a low of nine soldiers. After a few 
weeks be endeavored to return to the 
United States, but wa* driven back. In 
September Victorio croaied the border 
and made a desperate attempt to get away 
from the troop*, but he wa* finally com- 
pelled to again retreat into Chihuahua, 
where, it i* reported, the old chieftain 
and nearly all hi* band were defeated 
and slaughtered in a two-day*' battle, 
ending on Friday the 15th Inst. It 1* 
•aid that in hi* raids in the territorial - 
Victorio and bis braye* slew 200 citizen* 
and 100 soldiers, and on the Mexican sld* 
200 inhabitant* were killed and 1,000 
horse* captured.

Printer't Circular. 


Many readen will remember,tbe pulse- 


less anxiety of tbe public in tbe early 
days of October, 1S54, when hope for tbe 
safety ol tbe steamship, Arctic faded 
gradually out.

timing fire with its lights and 
hades, its rising sparks and glowing 
jrands, its curling and many-color- 
=>d smoke, and its changeful embers, 
urnishes ceaseless diversion to the 
ick one who lies watching it. Noth- 
ng is more soothing and quieting 
ban the influence which subtly 
teals into the senses of him who 
;nzes dreamily into the gentle flame. 
t is a companion itself. The wallsv 
oo, fchould have their proper adorn- 
ments. Pictures that suggest quiet 
and peace, and the free, i're^h life of 
nature outside, should be on them. 
A bracket, with its vases of flowers; 
a green clambering vine, clinging 
ambitiously to the ceiling; a library 
ase filled with familiar books; cur- 
aius that soften the light while ad- 
litting it—all these are helpful to 


one who lies in weakness, and can

Those of our citizens who risk their 


lives on the railroad trains will be inter- 
ested in the following record of railway 
accidents in the United States, which oc- 
curred during last September. 


During the month there was a total of 


124 accidents, whereby W persons were 
killed and 54 injured. Eleven accidents 
caused the death of one or more persons; 
32 caused injury but not death, while in 
no less than 92 or 78.6 per cent of the 
whole number there appears to have been 
no injury lo persons serious enough for 
^ F n J As c°n>P»red with September, 
879, there was an increase of 48 acci- 
dents; of 7 in the number killed, and of 7 
also in that Injured. 
Eleven collisions 


were caused by trains breaking in two; 
7 by mistakes in giving and receiving or- 
ders; 8 by misplaced switches; no less 
than a by runaway engines; one each by 
cars run out of a siding and by a flying 
switch. A general classification shows 82 
accidents caused by defect or failure of 
road equipment; one directly by the ele- 
ments; 5 by unforseen or accidental ob- 
structions;49 may be set down to careless- 
ness or defects in management; 4 were 
maliciously caused, and 33 are unex- 
plained.

Church Lotteries. 


Ens. REPUBLICAN: 
By referenee to 


page 378 of the Revised Statutes of 1874, 
the law concerning lotteries will be 
found. The penally ranges from $100 to 
$3,000, and includes the printer, the sel- 
ler, the owner of the building, and all 
parties! connected with the lottery. It 
does not exempt religious societies, and 
we might as well have religious liquor sa- 
loons or religious gaming houses, or re- 
ligious thieves—for the law makes no dis- 
tinction or exception. May we not hope 
that all our church Inirs and festivals this 
winter will be conducted in a lawful man- 
ner' If the churches violate the law 
ought they not to suffer the penalty '; In- 
deed, ought not professed icligious peo- 
ple be held even to a severer account 
than those whoruake no profession? Will 
not our police, our city and state officers 
keep an eye on this matter? The eyes of 
the law-abiding people are on our police 
and state officers, and it will b'e seen 
whether churches and religious people 
can violate the law with impunity. En- 
force the plain statute law, ilr. Officers, 
for you have taken oath to do it.

Tbe art ot etching upon glass was 


discovered by a Nuremberg glass flut- 
ter. 
By accident a few drops of aqua 


fortis fell upon bis spectacles. 
He no- 


ticed that the glass became corroded 
and softened where the acid touched it 
That was hint enough. 
He drew fig- 


ures upon glass with varnish, applied 
tbe corroding fluid, and then cut away 
tbe glass around the drawing. 
When 


tbe varnish'was removed, the figures 
appeared raised upon a dark ground. 


Me'zzotinto owed its invention to the 


simple accident of tbe gun-barrel of a 
sentry becoming rusty with dew. 


'The swaying to and fro of a chande- 


lier in a cathedral suggested to Galileo 
the application of tbe pendulum. 


The art of lithographing was per- 


fected through suggestions made by ac 
cident. A poor musician was curious 
to know whether music could not be 
etched upon stone as well aa copper. 


After he had prepared his slab, his 


mother asked him to make a memoran- 
dum of such clothes as she proposed to 
send away to be washed. Not having 
pen, ink and paper convenient, he wrote 
the list on tbe stone with the etching 
•preparation, intending to copy it at 
leisure. 


A few days later, when about to clean 


tbe stone, be wondered what effect aqua 
fortis would have upon it. 
He applied' 


the acid, and in a few minutes saw tbe 
writing standing out in relief. 
The 


next step necessary was simply to'ink 
the stone and take off an impression. 


The composition of which printing 


rollers are made waa discovered by a 
Salopian printer. 
Not being able to 


discover the pelt ball, he inked the 
type with a piece of soft glue which 
had fallen out of the glue pot. It was 
such an excellent substitute that, after 
mixing molasses with the glue to give 
the mass proper consistency, the old 
pelt ball was entirely discarded. 


Tbe shop of a Dublin tobacconist, by 


the name of Luneifoot, was destroyed 
by fire. While he was gazing dolefully 
into the smoldering rains be noticed 
that bis poorer neighbors were gather- 
ing the snuff from the canisters. 
He 


tested the snuff for himself and discov- 
ered that the fire had largely improved 
its pungency and aroma. 


It Vas a Lint worth profiling by. He 


secured another shop, built a lot of 
ovens, subjected the snuff to a heating 
process, gave the brand a particular 
name, and in a few years became rich 
through an accident which he at first 
thought had completely ruined him. 


Tbe process of whitening' sugar was 


discovered in a curious -way. 
A hen 


that bad gb&e through a clay puddle 
went with her muddy feet into a sugar 
house. She left her tracks on a pile of 
sugar. It was noticed that wherever 
her tracks were the sugar was whitened. 
Experiments were instituted, and the 
result was that wet clay came to be used 
in refining sugar. 


The origin of blue tinted paper came 


about by a more slip of the band. The 
wite of William East, an English paper- 
maker, accidentally let a blue bag fall 
into one of the vats of pulp. 
Tb^e 


workmen were astonished when they 
saw the peculiar color of the paper, 
while Mr. East was highly incensed at 
what be considered a grave pecuniary 
loss. 
His wife was so much frightened 


that she would not confess her agency 
in the matter. After storing the dam- 
aged paper for four years, Mr. East 
sent it to his agent in London, with 
tbe instraction to sell it for what it 
would bring. _ The paper was accepted 
a.a a "purposed novelty," and was dis- 
posed of at quite an advance over mar- 
ket price. Mr. East was astonished at 
receiving an order for another large ia- 
voice of the paper. 
He was without 


the secret, and found himself in a di- 
lemma. 
Upon mentioning it to his 


wife, she told him about tbe accident. 
He kept the secret, and the deiniod for 
the novel tint far exceeded bis abil- 
ity to supply it. 


A Brighton stationer took a fancy 


for dressing his show-window with piles 
of writing paper, rising gradually from 
the largest to the smallest size in use ; 
and to finish his pyramids off nicely, 
ho cut cards to bring them to a point. 
Taking these cards lor diminutive note 
paper, lady customers were continually 
wanting some of "that lovely little pa- 
per," and the stationer found it advan- 
tageous to cut paper to the desired pat- 
tern. 
As there was no space for ad- 


dressing the notelets after they were 
folded, he, after much thought, lament- 
ed the envelope, which, he cut by the 
aid of metal plates made for the pur- 
pose. The sale increased so rapidly 
that he was unable to produce the en- 
velope fast enough, so be commissioned 
a dozen bouses to make them for him, 
and thus set going an important branch 
of the manufacturing stationery trade.

tragic death of George Siecmann, who 
several years ago was a citizen of Decatur 
and was employed in Gus Ansbach's bar- 
tier shop. Deceased was killed at East 
St. Louis, one day last week. He is a 
Drother of Mrs. Adam Slenz and Lewis 
iiegmann, both of this city. 


George Biegmann, a brakeman in tbe 


Cast Si. Louis freight yards of the Cairo 
abort Line railroad, met with a most vio- 
lent death yesterday afternoon. Biegmann 
was engaged jn putting cars upon the 
various tracks in the .yards, the train 
which he was braking and switching being 
operated by engine No. 10; Abernatby, 
engineer. His work progressed yesterday 
without unusual happening until about 4 
p. m. He bad side-tracked about half of 
a large train when he met with bis sad 
fate. Tbe train pulled up just beyond a 
switch opening, and the switch being 
thrown open, the train waa to back up. 
and throw in one car. Siegmann had to 
pull the pin to disconnect tbe car from 
tbe train. Tbe train began to back and 
just then Siegmann stepped between tbe 
cars to draw the coupling pin. He came 
out, and it appears that be bad not sue? 
ceeded in drawing the pin, for be stepped 
between tbe cars again. Just then a train 
man close by heard bim cry "Ob!" and 
looking to where the sound came from be 
saw poor Siegmann in tbe act of falling to 
the track. It was too late to render him 
any assistance. When be bad stepped in 
the second time one of bis feet became 
fastened between tbe guard and main 
rails and the wheels came upon him.— 
The wheels struck his foot, threw him to 
the track, passed along the le? and then 
across his body, bornbly mangling and 
crushing the unfortunate man and instant- 
ly killing him. His body was so cut up 
that it bad to be gathered in pieces and 
placed tn a box. 
His wife was soon made aware of tbe 


bonible fate of her husband, and hurried 
to the scene. The grief exhibited by the 
wife as she gazed upon the terribly man- 
gled remains of her husband was sad to 
Behold. Coroner Bader was notified and 
an inquest held, a verdict of accidental 
death being returned. 
Sietjman was a 


German, about 30 years of age, lived in 
the 1st ward, near the German Catholic 
church, leaves a wife and one child, and 
was well thought of by all who knew him.
